THE PANIC OF THE REBELS, Etc, 


(Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune.]} 
Catho, February 9, 1362. 
The telegraph has given you information 
relative to the attack upon Fort Henry, and 
the surrender, and it only remains for me to 
give a connected account of the expedition, 
the attack and surrender. The expedition was 
planned with great secrecy. Even the most 
knowing of the correspondents were in the 
dark as to what was intended, although those 
who kept their eyes and cars open could very 
well guess what was going on. 
The expedition was planned by Gen, Hal- 
leck, and although he was at St. Louis, he had 


of bis staff, came down here the other day on 
business with Gen. Grant and Commodore 
Foote. Soon after his arrivalthere was a gen- 
eral movement in camp dd at the levee, 
Steamboats multiplied—or rather those which 
were usually to be seen steaming up and down 
the Ohio and Mississippi, somehow 


found it convenient to stop bere, 
and the landing presented a grand 
spectacle. The troops were ordered 


to be ready. Their provisions were placed on 


board. No one knew whither they were 
bound, but there were many shrewd guesses. 

Finally, on Tucaday seven of the gunboats 
and the steamer moved up the Ohio, and then 
ge! hands came to the conclusion that the 
Tennessee and Cumberland rivers were to be 
visited. 

You remember that one of the gunboats a 
few weeks ago went up the Tennessee river 


vnn the Commodore on board, and that a few 


shells were dropped into Fort Henry, eliciting 
no reply, the rebels shrewdly understanding 
that it was only a reconnoissance, and that it 
would not be wisdom to expose their position. 
But notwithstanding they chose to be silent, 
Commodore Foote obtained all needful infer- 
mation and proceeded to make his arrance- 
ments accordingly. 

The plan proposed was for a joint attack by 
water and by land, but owing in part to the 
gallantry of the brave boys onthe gunboats 
and to Commodore Foote’s admirable plan of 
attack, which did not admit the possibility of 
a defeat ; also to the persistent energy which 
kept bis fleet straight on, bent on one single 
purpose ; also owing to the distance the land 
forces were obliged to march, it was wholly a 
naval victory. 

To give a clear account, one which can be 
understood by those who have not visited the 
locality, or who have not studie the plan, I 
will attempt a description of the place. 

You know that the Tennessee and the Cum 
berland Rivers enter the Ohio only tea tiles 
apart, and that they beth run across the State, 
and that at the line between Kentucky and 
Tennessee, they are only ten miles apart. 
Both are navigable. The Tennessee is navi- 
gable for large steamers to the Muscle Shell 
Shoals in Alabama. The Cumberland is navi- 
gable for small steamers upas far as Mill 
Springs, where Zollicotfer was defeated and 
killed. Tue two streams are in fact two hie- 
ways opening into the beart of the bogus Con- 
federacy. They are most important avchues, 
quite as valuable as rajlapad lines—more so in 
fact, for powder will blow up bridges, and 
rebels can tear up rails, but it is impossible 
for all secessia to tear up the rivers. The reb- 
els very well understood the importance of 
these streams, and knowing that the rivers 
could not be destroyed, they did the only thing 
in their power, built forts, to stop our ad- 
vance by these two gateways. They chose 
two important localities—one on each river, 
both below the line of rallroad which connects 
Columbus with Bowling Green. The point 
on the Tennessee, which was selected is near 
the Bluff, two or three miles above, or south 
of the Tennessee line. Pine Bluff is on the 
west side of the river, about twenty miles 
from the bridge where the railroad crosses the 
stream. The point on the Cumberland is at 
Dover, twelve miles distant. The fort op the 
Tennessee was named Fort Henry, that on the 
Cumberland was name! Fort Donelson. 

Fort Henry stands in ar admirable position 
—one strong by nature and improved by the 
scientific skill of engineers tanght at West 
Point, at the expense of the Government of 
the United States. As you steam up the river 
you come to a long, narrow, and denscly 
wooded island—Panther Isiand. Just beyond 
is Panther Creck, coming in from the East. 
Here the river makes a bend to the west, aud 
in the curve is nearly three-fourips of a mile 
wide. From the Wend to the head of the K 
land isa mile anda quarter. Just above the 
beud there is another creck, which opens into 
a pond or bayou on the eastern side. The 
land between these creeks was selected for the 
defence of the river. The angies and faces of 
the fort were constructed so that the larger 
portion of the guns could be brought to bear 
pon the entire distance to the island, and al- 
so down its eastern side, whieh is the main 
channel. The western side is impassable at 
low water, but the rebels taking into account 
the possibility of an attack at high water, had 
planted several torpedoes in the chaunel 
poor expedient, for Commodore Foote knew 
they were there, and not only that, but the 
exact locality in which they were placed. He 
sent out his small boats and fished up five, 
four of which were found to be so damp that 
the powder would have had to be dried before 
ex 

et: was strong on both flanks by means 
of the crecks and the pond. The crocks ex- 
tended along the main land and left but a nar- 
row ridge of land in the rear. This was covered 
by s dense forest and here the rebels have used 
their axes to some advantage, the trees were 
felled g and strong abbati constructed. The 
fort iteelf is of strong embankments, with a 
ditch outside it. It contains 
about four acres. Outside of this there is an 
entrenched camp—an embankment and stock- 
ade containing about thirty-five acres. 

At Pine Bluff landing is a ferry six miles be- 
low the fort. The road from the ferry runs 
along the bank under the blaff for a short die- 
tance, then runs inland, crosses Panther creek 
and joins the road leading to Dover, 
which crosees at the head of the pond. 

Right opposite the pond, on the west side 
of the river, there is a high bluff, which com- 
mands the fort and encampment, On this 
bluff the rebels had erected a work, called a

While the steamers were down the river, 
Gen. Grant and staff, on the St. Louis and Es- 
sex, preceeded up the river upon a reconnois- 
sance. They went within a mile and « half of 
the fort, and threw several shells inte the en- 
trenchments, which elicited a reply—just 
what was wanted—from a 24-pound rifled gun, 
which was admirably aimed, sending a shot 
through one corner of the top works of the 
Exser—the cabin which Captain Porter had 
constructed outside the Essex, merely for the 
convenience of himself and officers, and 
which, as he informed me a few days since, 
“he expected would be blowed to thunder if 
they went into a fight.” 

Meanwhile also a land reconnoissance was 
made on the eastside, and the rebel pickets 
encountered. A few shots were fired and the 
pickete driven in by our cavalry. One man 
was killed and one wounded on our side. 

The next morning the forces from Paducah 
and Bmithland arrived and were landed on the 
west side near Pine Bluff to. perate against 
the redan. During the night, however, there 
was d severe thunder storm and heavy rain, 
which made it anything but comfortable for 
cour troops, and which made the ground al- 
moet impassable. It also raised the river to 
an unusual height, flooding all the low roads, 
filling the river with driftwood and raising the 
creeks, which, while it made the fortifications 
stronger against an attack by land, enabled 
Commodore Foote to pass up the shallow side 
of the island and keep out of range of the 
rifled guns til] he was near enough to open. 

The plan of attack was for the fleet to open 
at balf past twelve o'clock. Gen. Grant was 
to move at en cariier hour and get in rear of 
the camp, to cut off all commupication with 
Dover. Commodore Foote assured the Gene- 
ral that the ball would open precisely at «that 
pour, Be also expressed his fears that the 
‘yuops woukl be behind on account of the bad 
roads, and added, “General, I shall have the 
Fort in my possession before you get into 
your position.” The General told him to go 
ahead. He started the columns, Gen McCler- 
nund's up the eastern bank, and Gen. Smith’s 
up the western, himself remaining at the land- 
ing to direct operations from that polut. The 
forces of the’gnemy were variously estimated 
from cigut to twelve thousand. A small por- 
tion of their force was at the redan—the 
largest number being on the eastern ide, 
but not all within the fort. Several regiments 
were posted o@ the road leading to Dover. 

At ten and 4 half o'clock, Thursday fore- 
noon, Commodore Foote gave the signal from 
his fag-ship to get under way. He had previ- 
ously given his instructions to the officers and 
men. He determined to fight only with his 
bow guns, and to come to close quarters. He 
believed that the gunboats would stand it 
quite as long as the earthworks. His inten- 
tions were to keep slow steam, to take delib- 
erate alm, to fire slow, and to keepcool! He 
told his men that one shet that was deliber- 
ately aimed was more effectual than two 
badly aimed. Hedid not want them to waste 
ammonition, but to drop every shot where it 
wowld tell; for by firing slow they would, 
not heat the guns, and by keeping cool they 
would have perfect confidence till the rebel 
flag should give place to the Stars and Stripes.

As the readers of the Tac have not 
many of them seen one of the iron plated gun- 
boats, the following diagram will convey an 
idea of the internal arrangements: 
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It will de observed that there are three guns 
at the bow. These are two ten-inch Dahlgreus 
and one rifled sixty-four, although the arma- 
ments vary in the different boats. As Com- 
modore Foote designed to fight only with his 
bow guns, he would bring but twelve guns to 
bear, exclusive of the shots which might be 
thrown from the Conestoga, Lexington and 
Taylor, from their positions at long range. 

All the boats got under way as soon as the 
signal was made. They stcamed up the shal 
low channel—not shallow now but deep cnough 
to float a frigate—and reached the bead of the 
island soon after twelve. They came into 
their several positions-—the flag-ship being 
about a half lengtha head. At 12:54 the Cin 
cinpat] opened with an eighty pound sbell 
which steamed over the water, dropped equare 
luto the fort, and produced a great commotion 
emong the rebels. The shots had hardly es- 
caped from the muzzle before the threc other 
boats, each sent their complimente—cewh 
shell reaching the fort or the encampment. 

Then the Cincinnati guve another and the 
others followed their Commodore's example. 
The rebels were ready. They had expected it, 
and their guns were shotted, the lanyards 
fixed,the men lu their places, and they replied, 
gun for gun. 

Theeats kept steadily on, slowly, but con- 
stantly in motion, and the fring was kept up 
deliberately and with regularity. There was 
uo excitement,no indiscriminate banging away 
at randem, but time was taken for the smoke 
to clear away to obtaim accurate alm. The 
shots, some of them, went beyond the fort into 
the camp, and smashed the barracks about, 
making kindling wood of the log hats and 
sending terror and diemay to the soldiem. At 
the fourth round they became completely be. 
reft of their places, left their dinner, at ill cook- 
lug in their camp Kettles, their blankets, guns, 
swords, Arkansas tooth-picks, home-made 
cleavers, old tlint locks, fowling pieces, rifles, 
love letters—everything,and took to their heels 
zu the utmost consternation ; animprovement 
upon the example set them by their Jastrious 
predecessors, the Bouth Carolinians at Port 
Royal. The artillerists in the fort, however, 
still stuck to their guns and fired with great 
cvolness and accuracy of alm. They evident- 
ly had practiced on ranges all the way down to 
the island and many ef their shot struck the 
boats. They lost the use of their rifled 24 
pounde—it bursted on the fourth fire. 

Still onward moved the boate—straight on 
their bows puffing out immense volumes of 
white smoke and sending their missiles into the 
fort. Soon one of the rebel guns was dis- 
mantted, atid then the fire from the fort per- 
ceptibly slackened. But a shot from one of 
their guns struck the Essex just above one of 
the ports in a place where there was no iton- 
plate—the only vulnerable place at the bow of 
the boat, passed through the out-side es if # 
was but paper; also passed through the onk 
stanchions around the beilers, and through the 
starboard boiler. ,Inatantly the boat was 
filled with het stcam. 

The pilot and his sasistant, probably did not 
draw asecond breath, They must have been 
immediately suffocated. One of them was 
found with his hand upon the wheel, the other 
holding the cord which rings the engincer’s 
bell. Three of the men were scalded to death. 
The boat was eempletely disabled and floated 
down with the current till taken in shore by a 

The rebels took new heart. They sprang to 
their guns, and for a few minutes blazed away 
with desperate energy, evidently thinking that 
as the range was shortening they were eutting 
through the iron plates. Bus the other throe 
bosts kept steadily em, pouring in their slow, 
eure deliberate fire. The shells tore threaga 
the embankment, knocked the gabions and 
sand-bags about, and smethered the garrison 
with sand. One shell barst directly over one 
of the guns, and killed or wounded every 
rebel at the guns. 

Nearer and nearer moved the three boats, 
never swerving fora moment—not even to
